About eodh to-day ho gout 
IV iiot6 to Hoplnn.s & Jliik'V, mon^y 
brokera, uaking thoin Id hoiid biiu 
$:j,75L) in grooubackn, to h's icjoiu, to 
be exchanged for i;oin. Mr. lIaloy,_ir. 
wont to his room — No. i'>C>'J, fourth 
lloor, aud agreed with hiia ou tho 
priue to be paid. On roturninp,', his 
Kuapicions.baiug aroused, ho rcjjortecl. 
the matter at the office of tke cliiel. of 
poHco, who ordered a detective to 'at- 
tend to tho matter. Tho oflicor, ac- 
companied by a young man named 
Ludium, in the employ of Hopkins i.t 
Haley, aud Mr. Haloy, sr., wont to

Ho is a youn^ man, about 25 
years of ago, of propcfeSeSsiAg 'api)^ai-i' 
ance, a' gentleman of' edUCif tiotf" " and 
manner. la addition to the attempt 
on the firm of Hopkms Haluy, let- 
ters have turned up between Harring- 
ton aud Michael Ke(ise, m which tlio 
formei;.^ndea,vqred to. get,-, I^eese to 
visit his room on a pretext of negotiat- 
ing a loan which Reeserdeclihed. There 
was also a letter of reconimondution 
from Juo. E. Wild,' Cashier First 
Natiouftl Bank of Cheyenne.

Tho remarkable line sevou-year-old 
Booth Bull, Royal Commander, (21),- 
857), bred by Mr. T. C. Boolli.aud ox- 
ported several years ago to America, 
has just been .sold to Mr. Hugh Ayl- 
mer, We.st Abbey, Norfolk, at 1,1CU 
guineas, which is .said to be the largest 
price paid for a Booth bull.

Ijrotight 2. ODD guineas, and the calf 
\viis taken by tho Duko of Devonshire 
at 1,000 guineas. Mr. Moore had 
thus a balance of 2,t)tlO guineas to 
meet the bull service, tho year's keep, 
and risk-^a very b&n<lsome balance

It is Btitted that inaay <}f the settlors 
in Kansas in the'Valley of tho Arkan- 
sas, have done a prolitable business 
by giithonug up bulValo bones. The 
pruirio for forty miles each way from 
tho railway has' been gleaned over 
till not a relic of tho chase can be 
found. Heads and ribs aro worth $5 
a ton; these arc shipped to Philadel- 
phia aud ground up iuto fertilizers. 
Shins aud shoulder blades aro worth 
^10 a ton; these go to the sugar re- 
liiiones.

tlio tips are sawn off here and sent to 
tho factories of umbrellas, fans, pipes, 
ttc; tlio remainder ia used by the 
chemists. Bits of liido found hanging 
to tho heads aro taken oil' and seat to 
the glue factories. Every fragment 
of these animals is made to serve a 
purpose.^.-.. - -

A "change seenis to fiaye ooma o er 
the spirit of the dream" of the Local 
Governmont. From the remarkablo 
cluiinctor of their proceedings within 
tbo pant few days we are led to believe 
tlmt tlioy have at last arrived at the 
ooiiclusiou that tbero is a "power be- 
hind the throne," vhom constitu- 
tional Ministers aro oxpocted to cou- 
Bult in time of groat public emergen- 
cy. "Well would have it been for the 
govorucd if "that blessed light bad 
dawned long ago; well would it have 
been for tbo governing bad they re- 
cognized their bounden duty to con- 
sult the popular voice oa matters 
vitally alTocting our relations with the 
Confederacy. Starting upon official 
life with a full treasury — born, bo to 
speak, with the hereditary "silver 
spoon in tlioir mouths," — the Local 
Govommont may well bo comparod to 
tlio "fast" youth who, leaving his fa- 
ther's house with his best suit of 
clothea un his back and hia share of 
tbo parental estate reduced to "filthy 
lucre" in his pocket, sallies forth to 
seek "fresh fields and parturos now" in 
which to "waste his substance in riot- 
ous living." He heeds not the part- 
ing admonition of hia father; but 
bounds along the road tilled with tbe 
ardor of a now life, and sconis the 
00 insel of these wiser than himself 
wh J proffer advice for hia guidance. 
Helf confident, self-suflicieut.and vain- 
glorious, he basks in the smiles of false 
friends while his money holds out,and 
he can minister to their weaknesses 
and vices. ^^At length, when hii purse 
and his belly become empty, and his 
clothes are worn so threadbare that 
his only companions aro the inmates of 
a pig8ty0, he is fain to return to that 
falher and those wellwishers who had 
proff(^i'e(ij advice, aoknp>^ledge , his 
faults i and sue for foigiveness. Now 
o ar Graveromenli resemble the Gospel 
youth in his speudUitift habiis, in his 
bad company, id his Bpurning the ad- 
vice of 'tho^e who . wished , him well, 
and io, his>tun|; for forgiveness. But 
here the parallel oeases. The treasure 
winch the Government have scattered 
with a lavish hand was not their own; 
they have victimized others, not others 
them; some of their dupes whoie mo- 
ney they have wasted in riotous hving 
may jet' be "fain to fill their bellies 
with the husEs that swine do eat." 
Ministers themselves have too well 
jirovidod for their own comfort to be 
reduced to that sumptuary necessity. 
"With the^pubUo money- , 55ra8tfid, ■ the 
public cS:edit'~exliausl^d, a^d the knell 
of popuiwriisftpprpvai still ringing in 
their ears.the Walkem Governmeut of 
tbreo years ago is a far different "aui- 
mal" from the Walkem Government 
of to-day. Then they scouted the very 
idea of appeal to the people. "Wl 
are the people," shouted one of their 
number in the Houro ono day. The 
ri'iiresentatives of the People on the 
Door of tbo House migbt thunder at 
the gates of the citadel with tbe sound- 
eat logic, the strongest arguments, and 
the most ■ forcible adjectives. Stolid 
indifference encased the iliuisters as 
with a coat of-mail and all efforts to 
induce thorn to consult the People from 
whom was derived their power failed 
to penetrate the armor. When tbey 
sought to alter the Terms of Union, 
did thoy ask tbe permission of the 
Tuoplo who by their voice ratified 
those terms ? "When Edgar came, did 
they lay his proposnhs before the coun- 
try ?

When they relaxed the rail- 
way terms, did they bog the Legisla- 
ture to oudorbc that ftctV No; tliey 
buried their policy and their acts 
within the inmost recesses of their 
official breastB and refused to take the 
popular element into their confi- 
dence.

Nautical men who know the Los 
Angeles well say it is not from the rot- 
tenness of the hull that they regard a 
disaster as most likely to occur; but 
from the bad state of her machinery 
and the "tophemper" thevesse'. carries 
tpiafTpfcl V. passenger accommodation. 
The Los Angeles was formerly the re- 
venue cutter Wyanda — a long, narrov.- 
affair, with no houses on ber main 
deck. When she was condemned and 
passed into the hands of the men who 
last owned her houses and cabins 
were built on her deck; and as two- 
thirds more of the ship is out than in 
the water, the chances of her "turning 
turtle" in a heavy gale are excellent. 
When her shaft broke last Februarj 
the propeller jammed the rudder 
against the stern and steering was im- 
possible. It was found, too, that the 
canvas of the steamer was insufficient 
to keep hor ofl' tho noast, and she was 
accordingly anchored under a Inondlj 
headltiud until relief came from Astor- 
ia. By a favorable eircums.ianoe no 
wind prevailed at the time; otherwise 
the ship must have been dashed on 
the rockbound sho 'o and a great many 
lires lost. If a similar accident has 
happened her on the present trip tbe 
heavy gales that have prevailed will 
have rendered escape impossible, es- 
pecially as wo are informed that on 
the occasion referred to it took nearly 
one hour to launch on<? of the boats. 
We indulge in tiio faint liope,liowovor,thiit 
tho steamer may yet bo mot creeping 
•iowly northward, or be reported back 
again at San li'raucisco undorKoing re- 
pairs. Speaking of this possilile frosh 
calamity near our door, wo wish to di- 
rect tho attention of tlio public autbori- 
tioB to tho inefliciout state of tlio wur- 
vossels now on this station. Tbo Fun- 
tome is being repaired and temporarily 
out of servico, and tho Rocket in not cou- 
sidorod fit to go to seal The Navul ves- 
sels may be therefore said to be in a state 
of "glorious unreadiness" for about thr 
only service in which they can distinguish 
thomaelvoa in time of poaoe.

Tho oitorior appoanuico of tho buildiug ia 
huudsoino, aud taking into eou.sidoration 
the altitude of tho sitr>, witlial counuand- 
ing. Tho main entrance is from tho east, 
whilst a Btualler aud very uouvouiout ap- 
proach is from Hamboldt street ou th« 
nort)i. The interior is spacious, and of tho 
following dimoDMions: Length IDt feet; 
•width— in tho body of (he ohnroli — 12 
feet, in tho traiiSL'pt, fif! fci-t; height of 
walls 20 foot, to ceiling; -'is 1',.,. I and frma 
floor to poak of bull lun\'t 78 fcot. Seal i 
will bo provided to acecjinuioduti! a eoii- 
grogation of 4.00, the sittings bein;< plaood 
in throe aisles. The buildiug is admirably 
lighted by 5 windows on onch aide, two 
largo trausRpt windows, threo iu the 
chancel, and one immediately over the 
main untranne. The latter known as a 
"rose" window, is 12 feet in iliimictm- and 
IDOat boantjfal in apiicaranco; tho transept 
windows and those in tho chauocl uroalso 
of stained glass and very olcgant. Tho 
building will be heated by^a Chilson's pa- 
tent hot air furnace, — a method entirely 
novel to tliis Province.

'Tho organ, wliich 
will stand on tho nouth side of tho tran- 
sept, is a very superior instruiuent, and 
was originally construeted at a o(jst nf 
85,000, and its wonderful comiiositi(jn 
oomprises no less than -1,001 i)ii,es. It is 
said to be without doubt the richest and 
most powerful organ north of San Fran- 
oisoo. and, en pU'Sant, it may be remark- 
ed that a skill urtLittn is un board tho 
steamer Los Angeles, bound ht-ro to su 
perintend the placing ( f the instrument in 
position. The contract oricn of tlio building 
isS9,700,but when couiplnto.l .inclnaivo of 
furniture, it will have cost the rouml sum 
of $12,000. Tho ground ou which tho 
ohnroh stands, is, as is well known, the 
generous gift of Sir James Douglas, K.C. 
B., a prominent member of tho congrega- 
tion. Mr. John Teiigno is (ho archituot. 
and as before stated iMossr.s, Hay ward -V 
Jonkinson are the contractors, to both of 
whom praise is duo for punctuality- shown 
and general satisfaction given. The build- 
ing is of the sfiyle known in arohitecturo 
as "Ekrly. English" and is decidedly an- 
other adornment to the city.

trooijs to Alo.vandria, than that wo nhall 
send them to thtt Crimea. This policy, 
whioh would go far to justify the Czar 
.N'icholas in his proposal of twenty-two 
years ago, is frankly disouased in to- 
night's Pall Mall Omei/n, and is likely to 
bo heard a good deal of before long.

Petit Jurors. 



Editoii Colonist : — When a number 
of people suffer an injury on behalf of 
the public there inuiit bo something 
radically wrong soiiiewliore that should 
be righted. Now, there must be soiuo- 
thing wrong iu the mauuorof summon- 
ing juniis, e.specially petit juror.s. AVo 
find there are now eight hundred vot- 
erti in this city, autl \vo know that 
there are a largo niiinber of porson.s 
not on the voter's list. Thou, how in 
the name of Justiee does it como that 
a particular number (out of say over 
ono thousand ])ei-s(jn.s liable to servo 
as jurors) are called upon to servo 
oiioe every year, while hundreds escape 
Borvinff altop;etber? If tl»« Abbcsh- 
mont Roll were taken as a guide, the 
same as in other countries, and every 
man liud to .servo iu lii.s turn, 
it is not likely that any 
one would be called to serve 
often than onoo in four years. Since my 
aeqnaiutanco with this Pruvinee jurors 
havo boon Mimmoiiod in a i>eoii!iar way. 
Grand Jurors a[)poar to 1)0 ehoieu from 
the ranks of mo.n HU]>p(j3ed to have fat 
pocket-books, and pi tit jui(U's from thi; 
opposite— i»-(i/(is' not being considered at 
all in the matter. Tho mon of largo pos- 
sessions, of course, could not bo detain- 
ed on tho paltry duty of petit jurors. 
They have to look after their profits. 
Small traders, mechanics and small fry are 
good enough fur that duty. But that in not 
all. Thoy must bo as near as possiblo 
tho same batch of men every year — so 
many for the Spring and bo many for tho 
Autumn Assizo. J suppose it is very 
handy to have a certain lot of individu- 
als where they are easily found. Thev 
must attsnd no matter what inconvcni- 
once they may bo jiut to, justice or no 
justice. What is c lUed justice oumjiolls 
them to do moro thau their just share for 
the common weal. But then wo must 
not forget they get tho mngnii'treiU sum of 
81 50 when tlioj have to sorvo on a case, 
Whether this sum is intended for tobac- 
co, whiskey or smiff I am sure I cannoP 
imagine; but it surely looks like it. Tlicro 
is an old proverb that thoro is a drudge 
in every family; and I suiipose th(» 
powers that bo consider tho jjctit jurors 
the drudg(> of the law. I, at lijast, object 
to being tho drudge or victim oftoner 
than I havo a right to be, and I think, 
when all tho oflic(irs and authorities con- 
nected with tho lav and those that fol- 
low it as a profession are well paid for 
their time, jurors havo an equal right to 
be paid also; espeoially in civil suits— 
8UCU suits aa are at present keeping a 
largo body of men awiiy from their work 
and small profits. 

I make this appeal hoping the proper 
authorities will look into the matter aud 
do away with Ui(s. gross injustice.

The result of tho general election 
for the Legislature of British Colum- 
bia appears to be somewhat doubtful- - 
doubtful, we ought to nay, an to the 
exact strength of the oppo.sing partie.9, 
but not a bit as to the defeat of tho 
Walkcm Government. It is true that 
bo'ih sides (daim a majority tho Coi. 
ONisT goirg HO far as to dclare that tho 
Opposition in tho new House will nou- 
sist of the members of the AVulkem 
Administration and one solitary addi- 
tional member, while tho "Standard ' 
holds that ^Iv. WaLkem will be su.-i- 
tained. We are inclined to believe 
that tho stateiuont of the Colonist is 
more or loss eiaggerated, but a scru- 
tiny of tho names of the elected is con- 
vincing as to the success of tho Liber- 
rls nevertheless. There are not a f«w 
niGinhers to whom both the ])articH lay 
claim, and there is a very large sprink- 
ling of nondescripts — that is, very 
largo when the numerical atronglh of 
tho Legislature is taken into eoii.sider- 
ation. But it is nignilicant that, with 
tho oxcepti(Jii of tho meiubor.s (if the 
Ministry and tho ono sup[wirtor tho 
Oppu.sition ii(jw.spaper euiicodos to 
them, trcri/ siju/li: jirtinuu need- (ivvt'niinrnl 
camluiiiti: v//o liad nlyenil;i served ii term 
in the AsucmLiii/ tru.-i hcnten, n.s lerra all ivlio 
declared themselvcx s!raii/kl O'ortnnnenl 
men.. Admitting that, on a motion of 
want of conliderico,I\lr Walkom would 
receive tho majority of the votes of 
those who have gone iu as ludopen- 
dont.4, w(i yet see no hope of bin com- 
manding the adherence of a majority 
of the Asaoinbly: for, opposed to the 
fact just related as t(i the fate of the 
Ministerial caiididule.s, we have the 
contrary fact that not a fingle nieni. 
bor of tho Opposition who sat iu the 
last Legislature, and again appealed 
to his constituents was reject etl. 
Discarding, therefore, the eon 
Uiotingaiid a])])ari!nl ly unreliable class- 
ilieations nflordod by the leading 
news])apprK of both parties; hearing 
in initi(l tlio declarations iiiadi! by the 
variou.s siuutossful candidates in their 
published addresses and spoechc.s,aiid 
giving the posvors that bo all the b(_-a- 
ofit of wlialover doubt might still re- 
main as to the Ictiiiugs of a eoasidei- 
ablo number of those who luiYe been 
returned impliulged, we can conceive 
of no possiblo nioaus by which j\Jr. 
Walkeni aud his friends will be able 
to retain tho reiuB of jjower. The 
politio.'i (if the I'acilie Province, M'e 
must frankly admit, are in a curious- 
ly muddled up condition, and it is 
difficult to say exactly upon which side 
(sf wlint has been stiijiidly termed the 
"Terms DifTliMiHy" Mr. Walkeni and 
his friends may bo found when tho 
Legiiilaturo opens; for they appear 
from tho beginning to have taken 



whichever tlioy thought mostiflfeiaff'to 
be pojinlar. Like tho old man in 'the 
fable, who tried to please everybody, 
they have beou siicco.'jsful iu pleasing 
nobody. As in all other places, ihd 
element of discontent and strife in 
British Columbia is that which has 
made the most noiso, and Mr. Walk- 
em, for^ciiiug what it would be nec- 
essary for him to do and how he ought 
to behave in order to deserve tho ful- 
some adulations heaped upon iiim by; 
his so- called friends in. London, was 
unalilo to di.stingaish between the 
cackling of tho.se geese aud tho sober 
sense of people. It cannot be said 
that readiness to trim his sails to ev- 
ery favouring breeze, which has been 
the ruling propensity of tho Premier 
of British Columbia, is an evidence of 
the statesmanship which the friends in 
ijuostion attempted to make him be- 
lieve he iJossesscH, but oven with the 
aid of such doubtful tactics as we refer 
to, he does not seem to have the brains 
to manage an election with success. 
One day we lind him demanding 
"the terms and nothing but the 
terms," treating an envoy of the Ca- 
nadian Government with unconcealed 
discourtesy, and decdarinir ho would 
rather «oo'f-i>" "-""'oction between Ca- 
nada and Columbia severed than that 
one single point should be conceded. 
Next we find him in Ottawa, intimat- 
ing indirectly but unmistakably to tho 
Government of tiie Dominion his readi- 
ness to open up tho question of "the 
terms," provided thoy and not ho 
should make tho projiosition. An- 
other day wo discover him riding a 
high and inightv horse, making his 
way to Ijomlon lo laj' lus case at the 
"Foot of the Throne;" yet another 
and he humbly and thankfully accepts 
the very terms offered by Mr. Edgar, 
but this tiix.6 at the hands of Lord 
Carnarvon. The same indecision has 
marked his whole connection with tho 
80 called "difficulty." After return- 
ing to British Columbia, he bragged 
of his success in England, but when 
taunted with having conceded all that 
was originally demanded, and making 
a "groat cry for little wool," ho fool- 
ishly assorted that lie had virtually 
surrendered nothing. During the 
elections the same Tacillation and 
want of stamina characterized his con. 
duct. When lielpiuij his /rienda on Van- 
couver Itlnud , he was (in ardent supporter 
()/ Ilia jtropit.iition made tu build the, EiqtU- 
malt ct Ndiiaivio JCailwai/ ; while on the 
.Mainlantl he i/,'(i.s bitter oppontnt. [ Vide 
Standard al Victoria; Uerald at Now West- 
minster. — Ed. Colonist.] In ono plaoo, 
where he found the feeling very strong 
iu favor of Ma. Mackenzie's Govern- 
ment, he declared his firm belief that 
the railway would be built; in another 
where ho thought the current ran tho 
other way. he charged the Govern- 
ment of Canada with repudiation, af- 
firmed thoy would never build tho 
railway, and announced that he was 
going to "fight Mackenzie" to tho bit- 
ter end. The Province would mako a 
poor exchange indeed if it could not 
better its position by dispensing with 
Mr. Walkem's services as head of the 
Government. Tbeywillin all pro- 
bability bo very much better, whoever 
may next be called upon to administer 
the public aflair.s; much worse would 
be impossible.
